ELECTRIC LICHT 


ELECTRICAL EXPERT’S 
REPORT. 


A QUESTION OF IMPORTANCE TO 
EVERY RATEPAYER 


Th r. Hon. Mayor and Council, 

Napanee, Ont. 

Gentlemen— In compliance with your 
instructions to visit Napanee (or the par- 
pose of reviewing the local electrio light 
situation, ana to offer suggestions on the 
question of a means to secure a lighting 
plant for the supply of street lights, power 
for motors and incandescent light for shops, 
residences, etc., such a plant to give 
thoroughly reliable service, — and your 
subsequent instructions on my arrival, to 
give full and liberal consideration to the 
question of purchasing the existing plant of 
The Napanee Electric Light Company, 
located in the upper portion of the Water 
Worke Company, provided said plant or 
parts thereof, could be utilized,— beg to 
say, that I visited Napanee, June 17th, 
inspected the poles, wires, transformers, 
eto , as best I could, belonging to The 
Napanee Eleotrio Light Company, who 
operate a high frequency 2 phase 2000 volt 
alternating current system. Also visited 
the power house. Would have liked to 
have had the opportunity of making a close 
examination of the apparatus but as Mr. 
Knight would not allow it, was unable to 
do so, however being familiar with every 
pieoe of machinery, (both eleotric&l and 
mechanical) 1 have a good idea of the 
value of the plant. 

Referring lirst to the street system, I 
liud :—the lines are in bad Bhape, due to 
the trees having grown above the wires and 
poles iu a greut many places Iu many 
places the wires and poles cannot be seen 
except u portion of the pole uear the ground. 
Suoh a condition can only result in the 
destruction of the insulation on the wires. 
The groandiug of the lines and crossing of 
lines, thereby iuterrupting the servioe, and 
i venture to say that the service is th >8 in¬ 
terrupted in wet weather, or during high 
winde. 

The wiroa in places are in bad condition, 
joints not soldered, wires not properly in- 
dialed or supported. The poles are iu bad 
•bape, some of them having been up eigh¬ 
teen years, are of no value. The others 
while they are 45 feet, CO and 00 feel long, 
they are of no more value ih&u 35 feet poles 
of same age, as these long poles do not 
serve the purpose for which they were 
erected, namely to support wires above the 
trees. 

As to the transformers they are the old 
Stauley dry transformers, now an obsolete 
type, not now manufactured and are of 
iitUe value. 

The arc light system is an obsolete one. 
the lamps and system has not been mauu- 
lacturea for years, two years ago the 
Montreal Light Heat & Power Company 
sold 1200 of this type of lamp a few of 
them sold for 80o. each, while OB' , of them 
wore broken up and sold as scrap iron, at 
about 2c. per lb. Bo the street light, are 
of piuotioaily no value, as the cost of tak¬ 
ing down, cartage, etc., would oost as much 
as could be realized from the sale of the 
mmps, etc. 

Referring to tho power plant, I under 
s.and that The Napanee Electric Company 
are dependent on v\ aAer power alone, that 
said water power is very uureliablu and 
that other parties have prior rights to 


obituaky. 

Robert 8tanton Denison, died at his late 
residence, August 13tb, after a prolonged 
illness of three years. Deceased was born 
1828 A . D. on the farm where he spent all 
his life, and from where his remains were 
borne on Monday last and interred in the 
Eastern Cemetry Napanee, followed by a 
large funeral cortege. The obsequies were 
oonduoted at the house by Rev. Duke, who 
spoke briefly on Christian life,and the large 
assembly of friends, who gathered to symp¬ 
athize with the bereaved, and show respect 
to the departed, manifested the esteem in 
which he was held. Mr. Denison was & 
man of good business ability and served 
the public faithfully in various municipal 
offices, having represented the township in 
which he resided, as councillor, deputy- 
reeve and reeve. For several years he act 
*d as salesman f jr patrons of Selby cheese 
factory, whioh position he filled honorably 
anq satisfactory. 

In religions life he was an nnpretentionB 
follower of Methodism, having bpen a 
member of that body for many years. 
Quiet and unassuming he upheld every 
good cause by his generosity. 

In political matters, Mr. Denison advo¬ 
cated reform, and was always ready to give 
reasonable expression to his belief. 

In 1851 he married Esther Dolan who 
for fifty-three years had been a most effici¬ 
ent help-mate, and who with fonr sons 
and two daughters are left to raonrn a 
kiud husband and loving father. The 
sons, Benjamin F., Jas. R., Datus R.. and 
Alexander with the two sons-in-lawa, H. A. 
Martin and C. N. Lucas, aoted as pall¬ 
bearers. 

Deoeased was largely connected iu this 
county a brother, Datus Denison, retired 
farmer, living near Napanee and five sisters 
Mrs. Grange and Mrs. Sweet, Selby, Mrs. 
Osborne, Arden, Mrs. Asselstine, Moscow, 
and Mrs. Geo. Lott, Newburgh Road, 
survive him. 

llsf MEMORiAM. 

The late Mrs. C. Nicholson, Sr., Par¬ 
rott’s Bay, was born iu Camden, in 1834. 
At tho age of three years she moved, aloog 
with her parent?, Mr. and Mrs. George 
Hartman to the Bath road, near Milh&ven, 
where she livfd till at sixteen yearB she 
married Chester NiobolBon, moving one 
mile east. Their dome was open for 
prayer meetiuj?, they being oonverted in 
youth. One year later they bought the 
farm their son now lives on, Nicbqlson’s 
Point. Her husbaud died sixteen y%ra 
since, bat she remained ou the old farm. 
Although her health was declining for 
over one year yet her death came with 
but one week’s illness of paralysis, on 
AUftUJt 3rd. The funeral took place on 
August 5th, to Beulah Methodist eburoh, 
thence to the vault. The services were 
conducted by Rev. II. S. Spence. She 
will be greatly missed as her heart aud 
soul were wrapped up in the servioe of h6r 
Lord, her seat being seldom vacant at 
church, prajer and class meeting. The 
tloral clferiogs showed high esteem. She 
leaves besides one sou, Chester Nicholson, 
at home, two daughters, Mrs. Stover, of 
Niipauee, aud Mrs. Miller, Parrott’s Bay ; 
alio one sister, Mrs. Sidney Davey, 
Sydenham.

machine, but could uot be used at all as the 
Napanee Electric Company have no steam 
boiler. However, it has no value as a part 
of the plant as it cannot be used 

There is a 85 k. w. 2000 V r . two phase 
high frequency generator with exciter and 
BWiloh board. This machine ib not one- 
third largo enough to snpply lighting of the 
town, and furthermore, low frequency t>0 
cycle machines are being installed now. 

In addition to the above, there are two 
jack shafts, six pulleys, belts, hangers, a 
belt tightener, a rope drive, live sheaves, 
one rope tightener, a jaw clutoh ooupliug, 
two water wheels, a water wheel governor, 
(useless). 

I do not wish to cause any unnecessary 
alarm, but feel it my duty to say that the 
electric light station above the town water- 
^orks, is a menace to the latter and en¬ 
dangers the water supply of the town. I 
saw the wires touching the woodwork, and 
the floor® and partitions are saturated with 
oil a fire would undoubtedly destroy the 
lloor and upper part of the building, and 
if the dynamo or engine should fall through 
on top of the pumps they would be ruined 
and tho water supply cut oft for a consider¬ 
able time, perhaps several weeks. 

In regard to the advisability of the town 
purchasing the existing plant I would 
stroDgly advise against such a proposition. 
The only feaBable plan to secure and up-to- 
date reliable electric light system appears 
to be by the construction of a modern steam 
plant, located so that water for condensing 
can be obtained without cost, the delivery 
of ooal by boat and the installation to be 
economical as regards cost of operation. 
a .td of a type that ftro and inoadesoent 
lighl'Dg for street and domestic use, can be 
obtained from tho some generator. This 
plant would be built by private parties, or 
by the town of Napanee. 

As it baa been suggested to purchase the 
water-works, and build a muuicipal light- 
ing plant and water-works, combined in 
one ouildiDg, I am of opinion that such a 
plant would be self supporting, ensuring a 
reliable water and lighting system to the 
whole town which its citizens do not enjiy 
at present, and further, that such a plant 
could be made to show a handsome profit. 

It may be necessary under tho laws of 
Ontario, to purchase the existing plant 
before the Corporation may legally coc. 
struct a Municipal plant, and it would be 
necessary to obtain from your attorneys, 
such an opinion before deciding on any 
action. However, poor service, interrap. 
lions in winter due to shortage of power 
aud failure to supply steam power, m»- 
.ertously affect the lighting Company s 
position. In the event of a decision to 
build a Municipal plant and the Corpora¬ 
tion being required to purchase the existing 
plant, I estimate the value of 8ft ™ e ** 
thousand five hundred dollars ($3,o000.00,) 
whioh in very much less than the original 
cost. Value now reduced however, due to 
depreciation, antiquasion and other causes, 
mentioned herein. A close examination 
by oompeteot arbitrators will I believe 
reduce the vain* of existing plant as com¬ 
pared with my figures of $3500 As to the 
advisability of a Municipal lighting plant, 
the conditions are quite favorable, 

lBt—No revenue lost as present Company, 
the Napanee Electrio Light Company do 
not pay iaxea. 

2nd—An economical highly efficient 
plant can be built and operated doe to 
water being obtainable for aondensing and 
coal can be delivered to plaut by boat. 

3rd—If tbe prosperous Town of Napanee 
cannot support a lighting plant built on 
proper lines, no other Town can do so, 

4th—Five hundred dollars for looking 
after fire engine and fire alarm system can 
be saved &• the employees of the lighting 
plant can attend to same

VALUABLE HINTS. 

Before turning out a pudding al¬ 
ways let it stand for three or four 
minutes to allow the steam to es¬ 
cape. 

To test an oven for baking sponge 
and pound cakes, put into the oven a 
piece of white paper; look at It after 
five minutes, when it should be yel¬ 
low If thc heat is right. 

Small cakes and castel puddings re¬ 
quire a hot oven with the shelf put 
near the top.^but large, rich cakes 
require slow baking after the first 
twenty minutes. 

To prevent a beetroot that is brok¬ 
en from losing its color in cooking, 
burn it with a red-hot poker. This 
will form u new skin and prevent it 
bleeding.

Served cold with stewed 
fruit this is excellent. 

Ink can be removed from paper, if 
the stain is not too old, as follows ; 
Take a tffkspoonful of chloriated 
limo and aad just enough water to 
cover it.

Boil up, pour over the beet, 
and serve.

HOW IRON IS MADE. 

Usual Process of Extracting the 
Metal From the Ore. 

The first process in the preparation 
of iron from ore is to break the ore 
into small piecee and burn it with 
considerable heat. By this means 
the grosser parts are burnt off the 
material. The second is that of 
smelting by which the metal is re¬ 
duced by (he intense heat of the fur¬ 
nace into the condition of iron, a 
flux of lime being added lo prevent 
the iron from running into a glassy 
state. Some n*es have Mitfflcient 
lime in their composition for this 
purpose, nnd others made ioo much 
lime in combination, so ihat cl«v 
has to he added to neutralize the ef¬ 
fect. .Some blast furnaces hold from 
40 to 50 tons of fuel und ore, and 
are kept alight for several years, and 
will smelt about 300 tons Tn a week. 
There is usually a gallery at the

ml» this smoothly with cold milk 
to a thin paste. Put the remainder 
of a pint of milk on to bail, pour it 
on to the mixture, etirring thor¬ 
oughly; dissolve rather less than 
half an ounce of gelatine in some 
milk, and then add it to the other f 
ingredients. Stir while all cooks 
for seven minutes. Add the beaten 
yolk of an egg, sugar to taste, and 
a few drops of vanilla essence. Tour 
into a large basin, and when the 
mixture commences to set whisk „ v it 
INI a sponge. Pour into a wet 
mould and turn out when set. 

Hot Chocolato Sauce.—A hot choc¬ 
olate sauce, to be eaten with ice 
cream, is made by placing in a gran¬ 
ite saucepan a pound of light-brown 
sugar, two ounces of bitter chocolate 
(grated), a fourth of a pint of fresh 
sweet milk, and an ounce of best 
butter. Boil together until It forms 
a soft ball when dropped in cold 
water then take from the stove und 
flavor with vanilla. Pour into the 
sauceboat and serve hot with each 
portion pf cream. The cold cream 
immediately hardens the hot sauce, 
which forms a smooth chocolate 
coating over it. The two do not 
unite, and the taste of the two se¬ 
parate flavors is delightful. In pre¬ 
paring this sauce care must be taken 
that it is not, boiled too long, elso 
the coating will harden too much, | 
making it difficult to manage with | 
the spoon or fork, while if it is not j 
boiled long enough the two separato 
flavors are apt to blend. Exper-1 
ience alone can teach*the exact stagej 
when done, but once attained this 
dish cannot be surpassed. It may 
be made early and reheated before it 
is served.

has advanced by more then three 
skillings a pound. Smart men. 
wearing peak cans und brass buttons 
(with, of course, the auxiliaries pro¬ 
per to a civilised toilet) effect this 
transformation. They sav soothing¬ 
ly to the owner of the cheap stuff. 
"It is really quite worth 13 times 
as much os you think, so you just 
hand us the odd three nnd threepence 
per pound nnd you mnv have ydur 
property." lie, Mke a good fellow, 
acquiesces in this arrangement. nnd 
goes off with Ids dlrty-looking dried 
leaves which hove mysteriously be¬ 
come worih so very much more than 
the innocent persona who grew them 
thought they were worth.

Three years ago ho discovered that 
ordinary heated horse serum, applied 
locally, acted as a sort of magnet 
in attracting to the diseased part the 
white corpuscles of the blood. A 
long series of experiments made on 
various animals inoculated with dis- 
eaae germs convinced him that heat¬ 
ed horse rerum had remarkable effi¬ 
cacy, whon thus appliod, in increas¬ 
ing in the affected part the number 
| of white blood-corpuscles, the remit 
being the complete disappearance of 
the disease microbes. It is believed 
that the ncrum will be especially val¬ 
uable in preventing infection after 
surgical operations for appendicitis, 
peritonitis-, and such direct sot.

The time has admittedly gone by 
for attempting to "reconcile the facte 
of Naturo"—to use a recognised 
phraee-^wlth the chronology of the 
Bible, which makes the ago of the 
world rather lees than 6,000 years. 

Indeed, in the Egyptian Rooms at 
fhe British Heseum. the visitor can 
see for himself objects which go back 
to an authenticated period long an¬ 
tecedent to 4,000 years B.C., and 
great is the wonder produced on the 
minds who first make their acquain¬ 
tance. In that tame department, 
among the mummies, there is v.hat 
is in many respects the most strik¬ 
ing of the exhibits in the department 
—the body of a man who h&long* to 
the Stone Age. It Ho* in an accur¬ 
ate representation of the peculiarly 
shared grave in which it was found, 
and it has been is coneequence seme- 
whst irrevcrentl,' nicknamed by the 
habitues of the Museum "tho man in 
the ple-disii." j 

A RELIC OF 50,000 B. C. 

The particular interest ip that 
corpte—which men. women, and even 
children look upon without -the least 
thought or suggestion of the fear or 
horror usually inseparable from death 
—is that it is unquestionably the 
c/lclcst exhibit in the Alui/cum; and 
scientists have been rather struck 
by the fact that the authorities of 
the great institution have not. so to 
say. taken the bull by the horns, and 
boldly labelled that exhibit as dating 
from 50,000 II. C. Thus, with one 
single stroke of the pen, Bishop Us¬ 
her’s Biblical chronology is multi¬ 
plied by about nine, and it moy be 
that an even higher number would be 
required- to satisfy tho requirements 
of the age ef that particular speVi- 
men. .

road Sir Charles Lyell’s grand work 
on the "Principles of Geology,’ which 
the future historian will recognise, as 
having produced a revolution in na¬ 
tural science, yet docs not admit 
how inconi prehen? ibly vast have been 
tho past periods of time, may at 
once close this volume," 

WHEN THE SUN DIES. 

Lord Kelvin himpelf— then Professor 
William Thomson—over forty .\ears 
ago, made au attempt to calculate 
the length of time during which the 
sun bus been burning at its present 
rate, and in that connection ho 
vvroto ; "It seems, cn the whole, 
most probablo that tho gun has not 
illuminated the earth for 100.000,- 
000 years, and almost certain that, 
he has not done so for 500 , 000.000 
years. As for the future, we may 
say with equal certainty that the in¬ 
habitants of the earth cannot con¬ 
tinue to onjoy the light and heat es¬ 
sential to their life for many million 
years longer, unless new sources, now 
unknown to us, are prepared iu the 
great storehouse of creation." 

It is a remarkable evidence of the 
acuto perception of Lord Kelvin’s 
mind, as of tho rare prevision of his 
intellect, that tho last word*—-"un- 
Jess new sources, now unknown to us. 
are prepared in tho great storehouse 
of creation"—should have beer added 
to that remarkable sentence.

or thirty thousand millions of years. 
^86,000.000 YEARS OF LIFE. 

Professor Phillips, in a lecture to 
the University of Cambridge, consid¬ 
ered tho rate of erosion between the 
ranges of the North and South Down 
to be gather one inch a year, than 
Darwin’s estimate of one inch in a 
hundred years, so that on mere geol¬ 
ogical grounds he reduced the times 
i to about a hundredth. Calculating 
however, the actual thickness of all 
th'' known geological strata of the 
earth, he come to the conclusion that 
life on tho earth's surface may pro¬ 
bably date back to between 38 ancl 
fid million years. ^ 

Within the last ten years. Profoo- 
ror Sollas. of Oxford, working on

lime pince the beginning of the Cam¬ 
brian system is probably lesr. than 
17,OU0,0U0 years, even when comput¬ 
ed on an assumption of uniformity, 
whicii to me seems contradicted by 
the most salient facts of geology.”

This 
would ho more than enough to melt 
a mass of surface rock equal in bulk 
in the whole earth. No hypothesis 
! os to chemical action, internal fluid¬ 
ity. effects of pressure at greut depth 
or possible character of substances in 
Ihe interior of the earth, possessing 
the smallest vestige of probability. 
Icon justify tho supposition that the 
: earth's upper crust* has remained 
I nearly as it is, while from the whole 
'•or from any part, of the earth so 
j great a quantity of heat has been 
lost.” 

EARTH ONCE RED-HOT. 

By considering the cooling of the 
earth, and by tracing backwards the 
process of cooling. Lord Kelvin came 
to “a definite estimate of tho great¬ 
est and least number of million years 
which can possibly have paused since 
the surface of the earth was every¬ 
where red-hot." This estimate he 
expressed in the following words ; 

“We are very ignorant as to the 
effects of high temperatures in alter¬ 
ing the conductivities and specific 
heats and melting temperatures of 
rocks, and as to their latent heat of 
fualon. We must, therefore, allow 


Shortly before half-past three, the 
bulloon. containing nine passengers, 
two of whom were women, under tho 
charge of Capt. Leon Lair, was 
struck by a violent squall when it 
had returned to within about 90 fee 
of the ground.

When it was about 600 feet from 
the earth there was a tearing sound, 
and the silk cover flew into ribbons, 
which strewed themselves over 
many hundreds of yards. 

The descent then became still more 
rapid, and it was Seen that the oc¬ 
cupants hud left the car arvd climb- 
iid on to the remains of the envelope. 
Luckily the balloon fell in a fairly 
open part of the suburbs, about two 
miles from the starting place. The 
car dashed against a brick wall, 
hounded off and was crushed, while 
tho envelope collapsed entirely. 

Help was soon at hand, when it 
was discovered that apart from ner¬ 
vous shock, nono of the occupants 
had suffered except for slight bruises. 
Capt. Lair attributes their marvel¬ 
lous escape to the fact that the en¬ 
velope in deflating rested on the in¬ 
terior “balioonette.’’ and formed an 
improvised parachute. 
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LATENT LIFE IN SEEDS. 

; Electrical Treatment Used to De¬ 
tect Changes. 

Tn considering whether there is life 
in dry ^eeds, wc must note t.hut the 
one sign of life is movement, for all 
living matter is a sent of chemical 
change. Horace Brown had succeed¬ 
ed in keeping dry needs for 110 hours 
in hermetically closed vessels at the 
1 low temperature of minus 192 de¬ 
greed. and thus completely arresting 
chemical change, yet the same seeds 
have afterwards germinated in quite 
j a normal way.

No Less Than 174 Out of 253 M«* 
Rejected by Doctors. v 

Investigations are living made bk 
the British Army Medical Depart-^ 
men! to ascertain how many men \ 
in tlie army are really fit for active ■ 
service. Of late much complaint has 
been made by general officer of the 
phyrique of soldiers, and tests are 
now being applied by a board of 
three medical officers. They select 
battalions for examination without 
giving any warning. 

The Second Middlesex Regiment 
has gosKj through the ordeal at 
Portsmouth, and of 258 men taken 
haphazard no fewer than 174 were 
reported ns unfit for active service. 
The main cause of the rejection wa* 
tho youth of the soldiers. 

Other regiments have also been ex¬ 
amined. and the reports state that! 
lnrge percentages are "too young,” 
"deficient in physique,” or have 
"disorderly artton of the heart."

CULTIVATION OF SEEDS IN 
DENMARK. 

INFLUENCE OF SURROUNDINGS. 
THE VALUE OF SELECTION. 

IN “La Nature,” a French period¬ 
ical, Prof. Albert Mamnene has an 
interesiing article on this subject, the 
chief points of which are brought out 
in the following synopsis, 

The production of selected seed is a 
subject of the minutest care on the 
part of farmers who make a specialty 
of seed growing. Certain seed grow¬ 
ing centres—in France. St. Remy-de- 
I’rovence, Anjou and tlie northern de¬ 
partments; in Germany, Erfurt and 
Quenlinbourg—are justly renowned. 
While certain plants breed true to 
type when the setd is brought from a 
region where more favorable climatic 
conditions prevail, there are others 
which produce the true type only when 
raised from seed grown in a higher 
latitude. Horticulturists and agri¬ 
culturists are not far wrong when 
they say r.htt seed brought from a 
colder climate produce earlier and 
better crops than home grown seed. 
This is the case with the majority of 
vegetables, and it ie partly what has 
given the German seed-growing indus¬ 
try its reputation, The cauliflower 
seed from Erfurt owes the great reput¬ 
ation it has acquired largely to its 
Danish origin. Copenhagen is indeed 
becoming a famous centre for the pro¬ 
duction of cauliflower seed: the value 
of the annual export reaches 5100,000, 
which gives an idea of the world’s 
consumption of this vegetable. 

The creation of this special industry 
dates back forty years. A farmer of 
Erfurt conceived the idea that the 
moist cliriftte of Dmmark should be 
very favorttblo to the development of the 
cauliflower. He requested a Danish 
farmer to make the tirst trial, which 
wa3 a complete success, aud since 
that date the cauliflower seeds of 
Copenhagen have supplied the whole¬ 
sale market of Erfurt. At first Danish 
horticulture derived very little profit 
from this fact, on account of the 
agreements made with the German 
merchants. But, by degrees, some 
farmers undertook this industry on 
fheir own account, a strong company 
was formed, and at the present time 
America gets 80 per cent of its cauli¬ 
flower seed from Copenhagen. 

This success and rapid progress are 
due to an intelligent aud systematic 
selection of the types of the plants pro¬ 
ducing seed, and of theseed themselves, 
but especially to the conditions, which 
favor the extraordinary development 
of these plaut9 and an abundant yield 
of seed.

Results of visits paid by Instructors 
to the Farms of Milk Producers. 

The improvement already shown in 
thequality of the milk delivered at 
creameries and cheese factories as a 
result of personal visits made by In¬ 
structors to the premises of the pro¬ 
ducers is eo marked that more and 
more attention will be paid to the in¬ 
dividual farmer. Unless the producers 
are willing to co-operate with the 
makers and the lnstrnctors in observ¬ 
ing cleanliness at every step, then wo 
cannot hope for any marked improve¬ 
ment in the quality of the cheese and 
butter manufactured. The makers, 
almost to a man, are doing all in their 
power to manufacture a high-class 
article, • although there are a few 
“would-be-makers” now in charge of 
factories who would be better employ¬ 
ed at some wof-k which does not de¬ 
mand the skill, patience, and perser- 
yerance necessary to success in the 
manufacture of cheese and butter. 

The following extracts from reports 
recently received will be of interest: 

1. At one factory where thb cheese 
was not passing, owing to fruity 
flavor, a meeting of the directors and 
nalosinen was called. The instructor 
explained the cause to tho directors 
and they decided that each ono take a 
route and visit all the patrons who 
were sendiug milk, for the purpose of 
seeing where the milk stands were 
located, and the manner in which the 
milk was being taken care of; and in 
nearly every'case they found a whey 
barrell close to the milk stand, and in 
some cases a pen or yard where pigs 
Are kept. Tho result of the visits by 
tho directors and instructor was that 
in nearly every case tho stands were 
moved, and the cheese-maker at this 
factory has had no further trouble and 
is now*turning out cheeee of tine qual¬ 
ity.” 

2. ‘*1 also find that the instructor 
has been directing his attention to the 
condition of the milk cans in his 
section, £bd as a result over five 
hundred old, rusty worn out cans have 
beeu replaced by new ones. The effect 
of this is that a great improvement 
has been found iu the milk and the 
quality of the cheese made.” 

3. Chief Instructor Publow states 
that the “The cheesemakers say that 
the milk is being delivered in better 
condition than iu former years, that it 
is cleaner and of a better flavor. 1 
find that wherever the directors of 
cheese factories co-operate with the 
Instructor that a great deal of good is 
being accomplished without the co¬ 
operation of all concerned very little 
can be accomplished iu the way of 
improvement.”

The seed thus obiained, sown 
in another country, is found superior 
to tho home-grown seed, even under 
less favorable climatic and vital con¬ 
ditions, and furnishes products of a 
splendid and precocious development. 
But degenetation or loss of strength 
invariably follows after the fir 9 t gen¬ 
eral ion, necessitating a renewed supply 
of the original seed. It is now proven 
that tho peculiar soil in the vicinity of 
Copenhagen has a favorable influence, 
because trials made in Denmark have 
not been crowned with the same success. 
The atmospheric moisture of the sea¬ 
shore suits the cauliflowers, the more 
so because tho long periods of drought 
which check the progress of vegetation 
do not exist there. 

The question of the value and hered¬ 
ity of these acquired characteristics 
still divide the scientific world. The 
biennial and in-door culture applied to 
caul.flowers ovidmtly modifies consid¬ 
erably the climatic influence, since the 
strains thus obtained lose in a warmer 
and dryer climate their ancestral 
superiority in the second to the fourth 
generation. It is this fact which 
obliges farmers to annually renew their 
seed and to send for it to the northern 
countries. 

The “Dwarf Erfurt” is the strain of 
cauliflower grown and this is identical 
with what the Americans call the 
“Snowball” or “Copenhagen Early”. 
Three types can be distinguished, diff¬ 
ering iu earliness and in more or less 
drawfed a; pearrnce, but each having 
a special value, either for growing 
under glass or for oufldoor cultivation. 
It is not a rare thing to see in the 
neighborhood of Copenhagen fields of 
twenty-five acres planced entirely to 
cauliflowers. Tne seeds, which retain 
their germinating power for two years 
are sown in September, The young 
plants, transplanted and wintered 
under glass or in special hot-houses 
are put out in spring. The harvesting 
takes place just about a year after the 
sowing, and it is done just as soon as 
the different parts of the llower attain 
maturity; this is an essential point for 
the value of the seed. The drying of the 
seed pods, the threshing, and the clean¬ 
ing of the seed are all delicate opera¬ 
tions which are performed several 
weeks alter harvest when the flowers 
are perfectly dry. 

In view of the success obtained in 
the production of cauliflower *eed, it 
would seem tbat the cultivation of se¬ 
lected strains of other plants might 
profitably be undertaken in Denmark, 
but up to the present specialists have 
wisely concentrated their ifforts upon 
a siugle plant.

KEROSENE OIL. 


IS la Paraffin In Great Britain and 
Refined Petroleum Elsewhere. 

Petroleum (petrn, rock; oleum, oil) la 
a liquid bitumen exuding from rocks. 

Purniliii (paruin, little; affins, akin), 
discovered by Relchcnbnch In 1830, In 
investigating the tnr produced in tbs 
distillation of wood, is a colorless wax- 
]]kc solid, which ho named from its ex¬ 
traordinary chemical indifference, its 
“little affinity” with anything. He aft¬ 
erward Isolated from the same mate¬ 
rial a liquid oil, which he called cupion, 
“very fat.” For years both were re¬ 
garded merely as chemical curiosities 
until It was realized that eupion forms 
tho body of petroloum. 

Pure paraffin resembles spermaceti 
and is inodorous and tasteless. Paraf¬ 
fin oil is chiefly a mixture of fluid 
hydrocarbons, and os it approaches gas 
more closely than any other illuminat¬ 
ing agent and is cheap it has come 
into general use. Illuminating oils 
manufactured from petroleum ure sold 
in Great Britain as “paraffin oil,” In 
tho United States as “kerosene” and 
on the continent as “refined petroleum.” 
—London GJobe.

LIVING SILVER. 


The I'rorcNn by Which Mercury la 
Kxtrncted From I’innnlmr. 

The chief scource of mercury is its 
native sulphide, cinnabar. The most 
important mines of this mineral in Eu¬ 
rope are those of Aliuadcn, in Spain, 
nnd Jdrin, in Illyria; in America, those 
of New Almadcn, in California. 

The silvery metal is obtained>|^ 
roasting tlie ores in specially construct' 
cd open furnaces, where, by the ac¬ 
tion of atmospheric air alone, the sul¬ 
phur is converted into sulphurous acid 
and passes on with tlio volatilized 
mercury into condensers. These arc 
usually masonry chambers, with wa¬ 
ter cooled pipes, from which the fumes 
pass on through earthenware pipes 
and finally through others of wood 
and glass. 

Most of the yield is^liquid mercury, 
combined with soot, which is removed 
by agitating the mixture in receptacles 
of perforated Iron, when the mercury 
falls through. The quicksilver is final¬ 
ly purified by straining through dense 
linen and is then sent out into com¬ 
merce in leather bags or wrought iron 
bottles fitted with screw plugs, each 
holding about seventy-five pounds 
n veil’d ujfo is.

I'h^r# Are Several I'laanflile Th«- 
orle* an to lt« Origin. 

The word “bogus” is said by Dr. Ogil- 
rie to be derived from Boglicsc, the 
name of a notorious American swindler 
who about the year 3833 flooded the 
western and southwestern states with 
counterfeit bills, sham mortgages and 
such like. Others connect the word 
with “bogie,” a scarecrow or goblin, 
and so applied to anything fictitious or 
chimerical,

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SALT AND ICE. 

*h« f MMM Tkst BsffUa WkM tk« 
Tws Aw Wmi, 

It la not correct to taj that salt diz- 
aolret Ice, since real solution only takes 
place when a solid, liquid or gas is 
dissolved In a liquid. 

The true explanation of the fact that 
Ice melts when common salt is added 
to it depends upon the simple physical 
principle that when a salt is dissolved 
In water heat is absorbed, and its tem¬ 
perature is lowered. When salt and 
Ice are mixed together some of the salt 
dissolves in the small amount of wa¬ 
ter which is always present, the tem¬ 
perature is thereby lowered, and a new 
freeslng point Is established. 

The remainder of the ice—being at a 
temperature higher than this new 
freezing point—slowly melts, and more 
salt is dissolved until the solution Is 
saturated. The temperature can in this 
way be lowered to 22 degrees C., which 
Is the freezing point of a definite com¬ 
pound of salt and water. 

The salts dissolved in sea waters 
serve a very Important purpose, as It 
requires a greater degreo of cold to 
cause the formation of ice on them 
than on fresh water. 


ANCIENT CURRENCY. 


Tke Chinese Once Used Small Bronte 
Knives For Slonev. 

Knife money, a species of ancient 
Chinese currency, was associated with 
the state of Ts’l, ono of the most pow¬ 
erful of the early subdivisions of the 
Celestial Empire, which came into pow¬ 
er B. C. 1122 and was subdued by the 
rival state of Ts’ln, B. C. 224. This 
quulut form of money consisted of 
small curved bronze knives, some seven 
Inches in length, with inscribed blades 
and handles terminating in rings. 

This knife money dropped out of use 
with the reduction of IVi, but was re¬ 
vived by the usurper Wang Mang, who 
was murdered A. D. 23. The issues of 
this potentate were half as long again 
as the enrlier currency. They were also 
much thicker, and the ring at the end of 
the handle was replaced by a rim and 
central square hole resembling the hole 
in the modern “cash/' Other Chinese 
currencies of great antiquity and of 
similar sort were adze money, or smnll 
hatchets, with such varieties of tool 
currency as chisels, spades and planes, 
all of which passed from bund to hand 
in the ordlnury way as a circulating 
medium.

In former days a “handicap’' was 
conducted thus: A, wishing for some¬ 
thing which belonged to B, say a horse, 
would offer Ills watch for It. If A 
agreed, C “was chosen to fix the sum 
that should be given by one or Ihe other 
to make the exchange fair. 

The three then put down a stake, and 
A and B, each holding a piece of mon¬ 
ey, put their hands Into a cap or lint, 
or Into their pockets, while C, enlarg¬ 
ing on the- respective merits of the 
horse and watch, made bis award in as 
rapid and complex a manner us possi¬ 
ble, ending it with the words, “Draw, 
gentlemen!" 

A and li instantly drew out and open¬ 
ed their hands. If money appeared in 
both the exchange was made; if In one 
only, or in neither, the award was off, 
and Jn every case (J took the stakes.

TYING KNOTS IN JAPAN. 


It le • Sarloas Art, m a Mistake May 
Mean an Inenlt. 

Like the arranging of flowers, the 
tying of knots has been carried to the 
point of a complex art by the Japa¬ 
nese. There is one way—one right 
way, tlint is—to knot the cord that 
confines a birthday or New Year’s pres¬ 
ent. There is one way to tie th^ bro¬ 
cade bag of the tea Jar when the lat¬ 
ter la empty and another when it Is 
full. Not only general ignorance of 
social customs but deadly Insults may 
be communicated by the way a knot is 
tied, foreigners often making dreadful 
mistakes either through not knowing 
or from ignoring the niceties of knot 
etiquette. 

Hooks and eyes, buttons and buckles 
are unknown so far as Japanese dress 
Is concerned. They do not bnvo much 
to fasten, but what they do havo they 
fasten with cord. That is why they 
have carried tluT tying of cord so far. 
The Japanese have hundreds of orna¬ 
mental knots, some of them so old that 
they antedate written history. 

Japanese children are taught to make 
knots just ns they are taught to write 
and draw. All sorts of flower and 
animal forms nre copied. There is the 
chrysnnthemum knot, the iris knot, 
plum blossom, pine tree and cherry 
blossom knots. There Is a stork knot, 
a turtle knot, a knot named for the 
sacred mountain Fujiyama. An easy 
knot is called the “old man’s knot." 
There is also an “old woman’s knot."

THF LOWER ANIMALS. 


A Substantial Meal Served In the 
Middle of the Day. 

Noon or 12:30 Is thfc^dversal hour 
for the strictly 1’iuislaiiuinch, which 
commences with “hors d’oeuvres," ap¬ 
petizers eaten with butter—the only 
tlmo butter is ever served on a French 
table. 

The endless variety of “hors d’oeu- 
vres" would fill a volume-sardines, 
shrimps, olives, radishes. Tiny salads 
of every description are Included among 
them. 

An egg or fish course follows, and 
the various ways in which both are 
cooked would also fill a volume. Next 
the meat Is served—beef, mutton, lamb 
or veal—accompanied by one vegetable 
or a salad. If a vegetable, the salad 
follows ns a separate course with fowl, 
game or cold meat of some kind. If a 
salad Is the accessory for the meat then 
some vegetable comes nfter it as u 
single course preceding the cheese— 
never omitted -and which with fruit 
of some kind forms the dessert. Be¬ 
tween the salad and cheese course a 
sweet dish, an "outremet," consisting 
of a custard, cream, tart or the like, is 
often served, but cheese and fruit are 
usually allowed the honors of the ordi¬ 
nary average luncheon dessert topped 
off with a good cup of coffee and a tiny 
glass of some liqueur.—What to Eat.

8th—With electric light there are 
no matches required. It is always 
ready. It does not heat the house in 
summer, nor smoke up the walls, lace 
curtains, etc., nor consume the oxygen 
requiicd by mankind when the house 
is closed during winter months. 

I am of opinion that with gas cost¬ 
ing $2 50 per M. the Town of Napante 
can support a first class lighting plant 
with profit: such a p'ant can be built 
complete for $40,000 and consist of 
high grade «fficient apparatus direct 
connected generator (no belts) com¬ 
pound condensing engines A-l Street 
Lighting System (either arc or inran- 
dtscent lamps) a fire proof building, 
large enough to iustal water-works 
pumps in later on and having best 
water tube boilers sufficient capacity 
to run lighting and pumping. (Bear 
in mind that this provides for a pump 
station also, boiler capacity etc.)

A PLAGUE RELIC. 


The London Gnrrtte Wan One Ucanlt 
of the Great Epidemic.' 

A curious relic of the great plague 
survives still In the London Guzette. 
During the epidemic the autumn ses¬ 
sion of parliament was hold at Oxford 
from Oct. 9 to 31, 1065, and Charles 
II. and his court went there to attend 
the session and to escape infection. 

As Jt was essential that London 
should be kept informed of the pro¬ 
ceedings, the king started an official 
journal, entitled the Oxford Gazette, 
the first number of which appeared 
on Wednesday, Nov. 15, 10C5. It con¬ 
tained an account of what had been 
done in the way of appointments and 
gave some items of court news. About 
two months later the publication was 
transferred to the metropolis as the 
London Gazette. 

The first Oxford Issue does not ap¬ 
pear to have reached London until 
Nov. 22, at least Tepys records under 
th*t date, very characteristically: 
“This day the first of the Oxford Ga¬ 
zettes come out; very pretty, full of 
nows, and uo folly in it. \Y rote by 
Williamson. It pleased me to have it 
demonstrated that s purser without 
professed cheating is a professed loser, 
twice as much a6 he gets.”

In closing my remarks upon th 
electric light situation, would say, 
that the general situation in Napauee , 
is not what might be considered safe. 
In some of the streets are exceedingly 
long spans of wire. Some of the poles 
are so bad that they would fall over 
if the wires were removed from them. 
One in particular that I noticed is 
located opposite Mrs. Shibley’s house. 
There is another opposite the English 
Church, and another in front of Mr. 
Boyle’s residence. Another instance 
of gross neglect is found in the case 
where some wires were burned through, 
falling into tho street and allowed to 
remain in that condition all night, 
killing a cat. It is fortunate that no 
human lives were lost, duo to these 
wires. 

The condition of the 1000 volt lines 
running through your Town, is rather 
serious and it is the first time In my 
twenty years experience, that I have 
tern wires carrying this high voltage, 
operated in the dangerous rar iner 
that is employed in Napanee. The e 
wires are actually fastened to insul¬ 
ators which are designed and told for 
U 3 e on 100 volt wires. The conclusion 
reached 1 y the writer, was that tho 
person or persons owning, operating 
and being responsible for these wires, 
do not realize the possible danger from 
these wires. 

Between twelve*-and one o’clock on 
the morning of July 10th, I witnessed 
a display of fire w’orks from these 
4000 volt wires, in the trees opposite 
the Post Office. It had been raining 
during the night before, and the trees, 
houses, e‘.c , were thoroughly saturated, 
otherwise it is possible that a fire 
would have occurred, due to the-e 4000 
volt wires being short circuit'd. 
A man, xvho I beiieve is the Town 
night watchman, was present a portion 
of the time. There was also a young 
man there, who I understand was iu 
I charge of the electric light plant. J 
advised this young man to have the 
current cut off at once, but be said 
| there xvas no’phone to the power house, 
j H- rushed off to telephone to some one 
j to drive to the power house and have 
them shut off the power. The electric 
display continued for almost an hour 
when it stopped, due I believe to the 
wires having burned through and no 
doubt they were found hanging down 
1 in the trees. 

I questioned the young man referred 
to, and I do not hesitajja. to say that 
he has practically no knowledge of 
the electric^ light business. These 
same 4000 wolt wires were sparking 
all evening!)!) the cross arms on a pole 
opposite the Town Hall, or near the 
Paisley House, where two transformers 
are located in a woou box, on the pole. 
The cross arm on the top of this pole 
is badly burned, clearly indicating to 
the writer, that there has been at some 
time previous to the writer’ visit, 
heavy leakage and short circuits on 
this pole. The low tension wires from 
this pole are the same wires that lead 
to the photograph gallery, destroyed 
by fire some time ago, and also to Mr.

STICHOMETRY. 


A rook f'OHtnin That Xfver Attain rd 
Any Very Extensive lunge. 

Stichomctry, from the Greek stichos, 
a row, line or verse, and metron. a 
measure, is used in two senses. The 
first applies to the subject matter of 
Hebrew literature, whereby the rhyth¬ 
mic Hues which constitute the parallel¬ 
ism of the poetical books are portioned 
off from one another; the second to 
an entirety artificial method of measur¬ 
ing off the contents tJ ( each book by so 
many lines of fixed or average length. 

The former is of great antiquity and 
may have been Introduced by the sa¬ 
cred writers themselves. The latter in 
/due t<> Kuthalius of Alexandria, 4.".M, 
who applied it to the I’auliue epistles 
and later to the gospels. 

St. Jerome professed to have founded 
his method upon a similar treatment of 
the text in existing manuscripts of 
Demosthenes and Uicero. His original 
arrangement is thought to be represent¬ 
ed by the t’odex Ainintiuits at Florence 
and that of Embalms in tlie Codex 
CiaromontnnuK at Paris. 

As this system left a large propor¬ 
tion of each page blank and as vellum 
was costly, stiebometry never attained 
any very extensive usage. 


GROUND PEARLS. 

Tlie Prod ai t of th* Ynnn* of Cerltli 
Scale Innecta. 

The large order of hemipteru in¬ 
dudes what are known as scale in¬ 
sects (eoeeid.MM, some of which are very 
destructive to fruit’trees, while others 
are the source of eoehineal, and, per¬ 
haps, were the manna upon which, 
the children of Israel fed in the wil¬ 
derness. 

The life history of these insects in¬ 
cludes a motionless pupa stage, simi¬ 
lar to the chrysalis of a moth or but¬ 
terfly. Before passing Into this dor¬ 
mant and helpless condition, the young 
* ; f certain scale hugs make their way 
into the earth, nml tlieii a sticky fluid 
exudes from their bodies and quickly 
hardens into a protective coating, re¬ 
sembling plain or colored glass, and 
causes them to look something like 
beads, so that in some parts of the 
world they are known as “ground 
pearls.” 

The best known of tliese are dug out 
of the earth in the West Indies and 
strung into necklaces or other orna¬ 
ments. Similar objects are prized and 
worn by the natives of other regions.

Stat# Life Insurance and Public 

Truet—A Paradise by \ 

Law. 

If laws can make a paradise for the 
working man. New Zealand is surely 
such a paradise, for his interests are 
hero hedged about with barbed-wire 
laws which it would seem impossible 
for the most grasping capitalist or 
the most soulless corporation to 
break through, writes Dr. Francis E. 
Clark. 

Children are protected with special 
solicitude. A number of trades deem¬ 
ed noxious are forbidden them, like 
silvering mirrors, dipping lucifer 
matches, etc. Women and children 
under sixteen must not be employed 
for more than forty-eight hours a 
week or at any time between six in 
the evening and eight in the merning. 
of for more than four hours and a 
hajf at a time without half on hour’s 
interval for meals. 

The workman's wages, too, rre pro¬ 
tected os in no other land. Wages 
are payable in money only. Ar.y 
clause in a contract providing that 
part oi the wages shall be paid in 
goods or otherwise than in money is 
null and void, and “an employer mav 
not sue for the value of grnds wuj> 
plied to a workman at any shop or 
store belonging in any degree to 
him; nor may he in a cluim for wages 
against him plead any counter-claim 
or set-off. 

PAYMENT OF WAGES. 

Wages must be paid at intervals of 
not more thnn one week, and boys 
under eighteen must lie paid h mini¬ 
mum wage of five shillings and girls 
a ininmura of four shillings per 
week. 

Moreover a weekly half holiday is 
everywhere compulsory. Shops and 
factories must close at 1 o'clock on 
Saturdays, unless the local authori¬ 
ties, as is sometimes the case, elect 
Wednesday, more often Thursday, or 
some other day of the week for the 
hnP holiday. Almost universal sat¬ 
isfaction is expressed with the work¬ 
ing of this law. Business men ad¬ 
mit that the volume of their business 
has not been reduced, as they nt first 
feared, and a well-known authority 
on New Zealand affairs declares : 
“There is, perhaps, no othor among 
tho labor enactments that has con¬ 
ferred such obvious benefit, with so 
little injury and so little friction, as 
these clauses which have added half 
a day a w’oek to the leisure of the 
community.” 

WITHOUT A STRIKE. 

So far from regretting the forma¬ 
tion ®f labor unions or opposing 
them, New Zealanders encourage 
them, and the very act of Parliament 
which ten years ago established com¬ 
pulsory arbitration is entitled : “An 
Act to encourage the formation of in¬ 
dustrial unions# or associations, and 
to facilitate the settlement of indus¬ 
trial disputes by conciliation and ar¬ 
bitration.” This in turn has pro¬ 
moted the formation of employer*#’ 
unions, and so the responsible recog¬ 
nized and “registered” organizations 
on both sides are provided for carry¬ 
ing the dispute to the court of Stot- 
tlement. 

Together with the court of arbi¬ 
tration. Boards of Conciliation' awe 
established in each of the six “in¬ 
dustrial districts” of the colony. 
These boards consist of five members, 
two chosen from the registered union 
of workmen, two from the employ¬ 
ers' union, while these four choose a 
fifth as their chairman. 

If all the parties to the dfspute ac¬ 
cept the ruling of this Board of Con¬ 
ciliation the matter is settled for 
three years, and the case goes no 
further. If. however, as is usually 
the case, the award is not satisfac¬ 
tory to one or the other of the par¬ 
ties concerned, the matter is carried 
to the Court of Arbitration, which 
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present day.

The PiAlic Trust Office administers 
estates whenever requested to do so 
by the testators or when their owner 
dieft intestate, and “the public trus¬ 
tee may be named substitute for any 
trustees of property in the perform 
their duries. 

The advantages of the public trus¬ 
tee nro obvious in the expedition and 
economy with which estates arc ad¬ 
ministered. He is paid his salary 
and not a commission on the value 
of the estate, and it is not to his ad¬ 
vantage to prolong the settlement 
and enguge in unending litigation. 

“The Public Trustee.” we are told, 
“never dies, never leaves the colony, 
never becomes insolvent. The fidelity 
of hin administration is secured by 
statute: the colony guarantees capital 
monies ugainst loss by bad invest¬ 
ments. and secures to the beneficiary'^ 
the payment of a common rate of in-jfj 
terest.” I ^

STATE LIFE INSURANCE. * 
State life insurance is another de- j ^ 
served ly popular institution of Ncwi^

it has fully justified its design, with 
the result that to-day the people of 
New Zealand carry more life insur¬ 
ance than any people in the world, 
the average being nearly £80 for 
every adult man. Of this sura the 
State Office guarantees one-half.* and 
has undoubtedly greatly promoted 
faith in this method of providing for 
the future. A State Fire Insurance 
Office has also recently been started. 

The Government, too. not only in¬ 
sures its people against death and 
disaster, but it takes charge of their 
savings for them: for. with very few

This summary of some of the most 
vBtrlking economic conditions of this 
' most interesting colony plainly shows 
that it id a people very much govern¬ 
ed. This paternal government, how¬ 
ever, is not imposed by anyone from 
without, but is the choice of the 
people themselves, and may be 
thrown off at any time when it suits 
their interests. 

PATERNAL GOVERNMENT. 

The Government takes charge of 
them as soon as they are born. It 
prescribes what they shall study in 
the public schools, how little they 
shall work in all factories, how much 
they shall bo paid, what holidays 
•they shall have. It undertakes to 
settle all dispute*? between the work¬ 
men and his employer, and sees to it 
that the former gets his pay in good 
current coin of the realm.

VALUE OF SKIN TANNING. 

It is an excellent thing for the 
chronic dyspoptic to gut his stomach 
tanned.

This tanning of the skin is of 
value as n means of aiding digostion. 
By the use of the electric light wo 
produce a solar erythema, or sunburn 
by which the vessels of tho skin be¬ 
come filled with blood, diverting the 
blood a*ay from tho interior of tho 
body into tho skin. For instance, if 
there is congestion of some internal 
part, os the livor, and a solar ery¬ 
thema is produced over tho region of 
the liver, ihe blood in that part is 
diverted to tho skin, and thus the 
internal congestion is relieved. 

For ages doctors havo been ac¬ 
quainted with tho advantages of blis¬ 
ters. If a person had inflammation 
in some internal part they would ap¬ 
ply bl.stcrs over tho part, end pro¬ 
duce it riiation of tho akin, and tho 
internal trouble would be relieved. 
Tho philosophy of the success of this 
tieatment is that it produces a diver¬ 
sion of blood to the surface. There 
are some branches of tho blood ves¬ 
sels of the liver which run to the 
skin over the liver. If one gets more

Cockchafers That Infest French 
Fields Lost at Sea. 

The north beach of the Channel 
Island of Alderney presented an ex¬ 
traordinary sight recently. It was 
literally covered with beetles. 

There wore thousands of them, 
mostly of the common cockchafer va¬ 
riety and thousands more wero float¬ 
ing on the surface of the sea. 

The islanders, hearing of the un- 
welcomod visitation, left their homes 
to see the beach that «hnd been made 
brown and the waters that had been 
darkened. Ami the only consoling 
feature of the strange spoctacle was 
that the intruders wero nil dead. 

Whence and how they came wero* 
problems for speculation. It is sup¬ 
posed, however, that in the night 
they swarmed on the French main¬ 
land and that they were driven sea¬ 
ward in the terrific thunderstorm 
that was experienced, being drowned 
by the torrential rain.

The adversary is always on the 
alert and wonderfully well informed. 
How much tho great adversary, who 
goeth about aa a roaring lion, ■e^«- 
iug whom he may devour, knows 
the affairs of God and His people one\ 
cannot say, but his knowledge is not 1 
to be made light of, and wo muet \ 
not only have on the whole armor 
provided for us, but we must dili¬ 
gently watch and pray that we may 
resist him and not be ovorcome by 
him. He is neither omnipotent nor 
omniscient, but our Great Deliverer 
is both; therefore we may always be 
victorious. So weak are we in our- 
f'clveA, however, that the moment wa 
take our eyes off our Lord tve‘ will 
be sure to fail, as Simon Peter did 
when ho saw the winds and wavei 
and at once began to sink instead of 
walking triumphantly on the water, 
as he might have continued to do 
had he continued to see Jesus only 
(Mutt, xiv, 28-31). 

Elijah had done nobly, wonderfully, 
and a mighty victory had been grant¬ 
ed him, but he is seen fleeing for his 
life from a wickol woman. He could 
trust God to care lor him by the 
lonely brook und in the poor widow’s 
home and securely to hide him from 
the wrath of Ahab; he could stand 
fearlessly on Carmel against all the 
prophets of Baal, but now. seeing 
that Jezebel was determined to take 
his life, he seems to forget the power 
and care of God, the living God, be¬ 
fore whom he stood, and, leaving his 
servant at Beersheba. he fieri? to the 
wilderness. In ourselves wo are ut¬ 
terly nothing. It is only in the 
Lord thut we can be strong .and over¬ 
come. i'zziah was marvelously help¬ 
ed till he was strong; then in his 
own strength he failed (11. Chron. 
xxvi, 15, 16). 

Poor Elijah, overcome by the strain 
that had been upon him, weary in 
body and in mind, needing rest and 
perhaps not knowing what ailed hltn, 
sat down under u juniper tree and 
said to God : “It is enough. Now, O 
Lord, take away rn.v life, for I am 
not better than my fathers’* (verse 
4). Many a has wished that he 
was dead, hut it was a foolish wish 
for the Lord knows what is beet for 
us and has assured us that we shall 
never bo tried beyond whnt we are 
ublo to endure (I Cor. x. 13) and 
that trials are among the best 
things that can come to us and will 
make us sure of the crown of life if 
patiently borne (Jas. i, 12; Rev. ii. 
10). It is easy for us to sec tho 
folly of Elijah, but this is written 
for us that we may not be guilty of 
similar folly.

Arthur Caught Off Korsakvosk, 


CRUISER NOVIK SUNK. 

A despatch from Tokio rays :—Af¬ 
ter a severe engagement with the pro¬ 
tected cruisers Chitoso and Tsushima 
the greyhounds of the .Japanese navy 
, the fleet Russian cruiser Novik has 
been vanquished. Tho fight occurred 
on Sunday. After it. the Novik, 
a sinking condition, was run 
ashore in Korsakvosk harbor, on the 
Island of Sakholicn.

CARE OF PIGS IN SUMMER. * 

A correspondent writes that the 
past two years he has lost moat of 
his pigs, by cholera luring tho month 
of August? Ho says : "I have no 
trotfble with them at any other time 
of the year, and always have a fine 
lot Of spring piga which 1 can get 
along as fur us August, when I lose 
most of them. The trouble seems 
to bo jurt plain cholera. It may 
be something else, but if it is I don’t\ 
sec what it can l>e." 1 rather sus- ' 
pect it is disease brought on by bad 
water—probably a disease of the liv¬ 
er. lfe says their water-supply 
comes from u small stream that 
flows through the lot. and he ad¬ 
mits that it becomes **u little foul" 
during tho summer. It seems strange 
that there are still quite a number 
of farmers who think that any old 
stuff is good enough for h hog, and 
that it should remain healthy no 
matter what It cuts or drlnka. The 
fact Is that to be healthy, a pig 
needs clean food, pure water and san¬ 
itary surroundings, the same os any 
other animal. Without a doubt that 
little stream is the real source of 
the iliseuso that has destroyed this 
man’s pigs the past two summers. 
One would think that this would oc¬ 
cur to him, and that he would 
promptly tiiko measures for keeping 
them uway from it, but he continues 
to allow' fhem access to it, and re¬ 
lied on some quack compound to pre¬ 
vent disease. Many farmers think 
that hogs should have a mud-hole to| 
allow it to keep cool during tho hot 
weather, and some provide one in the 
form of a nasty puddle that gets 
covered with green acum in hot wea¬ 
ther and Is about ns foul as any¬ 
thing can be. There is no necessity 
for anything of this sort. The shade 
of trees is vastly better. During 
the summer months hogs need lots of 
pure drinking water and succulent 
green feed. The water should be 
kept in a lurge covered trough, nil 
outside of the yard or pen except 
about a foot of one end , which 
should protrude through an 

OPENING IN THE FENCE. 

Make this end of the trough especial¬ 
ly strong, und th^ opening to tl\e 
water just large enough for one hog 
at a time to drink. This arrange¬ 
ment' will insure clean water all tho 
time. If the whole trough is inside 
the yard the hogs are certain to 
befoul the water mom or less, and 
also upset or damage the trough 
unless it is secure to strong posts. 

A friend of mine who annually raises 
about twenty pigs and does little 
else, has arranged a fountain, which 
he allows to play on the herd during 
the middle of hot /Jays, and I never 
saw ^animals enjoy anything more 
than they do this. His tank is a 
barrel set up on u -framo about six 
feet in height. The stock-well is 
fitted with a forco-puinp. und to this 
is uttached a piece of hose ftfkeen 
feet long reaching up to the top of 
the barrel. Tightly screwed in the 
bottom of the bareel is a piece of 
iron pipe, covered at the outer end 
and having five very small holae 
through tills cover. When there ie 
water in the barrel, five tiny stream* 
flow out of thobo holes with consid¬ 
erable force, and fill on a section of 
the yard that is paved with brick. 

If the day is sultry the barrel is 
fitted by means of the force-pump 
and hose, the cutoff in the iron, pipe 
opened, and the fountain begins to 
play on the brick pavement, which is 
sheltered from the eun by three large 
maple trees. The hogs gather there 
and appear to enjoy the Hhower-bath 
as much as a boy does a plunge in 
the old swimming-hole in the creek.
